As several voluminous indices to the Charter of* New York City are 

now in print, the publication of another may require a word of explana-

When the law for the appointment of a commission to revise the 
charter was passed, the municipal government committee of The City 
Club had done much of the preparatory work upon a little volume de- 
signed to be a guide to the organization and the operation of the govern- 
ment of New York City under the new charter. Notwithstanding the 
existence of the several printed indices spoken of, the committee was 
forced to the conclusion, after careful examination of the matter, that the 
t only way to put into material form that exact information as to the con- 

7 tents of the charter which was necessary as a basis for the proposed vol 

ume, was the laborious plan adopted. The charter was read with care, 
and each section was marked with each title to which, for the purpose in 
^ view, it seemed to relate. Some sections were thus assigned to one or 

^ two subjects, and some to twenty or thirty. A number of copies of the 

charter were then cut up by sections, and these sections were arranged 
in alphabetical order under the titles in scrap books, so that it is possible 
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to find in juxtaposition all the provisions of the charter as to any 
subject in the list. The scrap books are their own index. The 
index here printed is a list of subjects and sections of the charter 
as they appear in the scrap books. It is submitted as being in 
certain respects more complete than any other available index^ although 
much shorter than the elaborate working indices to the printed editions 
of the charter. 

No index heretofore published seems to have been constructed with 
a view to giving all the sections relating to each subject. Many import- 
ant heads^ such as accounts of departments, appointments, crimes, dis- 
tricts and divisions of city, and reports are absent from these indices, or 
appear with incomplete lists of references or with a bewildering and in- 
sufficient array of cross references. 

The only way in which the committee of The City Club could find 
all the sections of the charter relating to each of these subjects was to 
read every word of the charter. If any citizen interested in the revision 
of the charter were to inquire what policy as to appointments was to be 
deduced from all the provisions of the charter relating to appointments, 
he would find it necessary, in the absence of such an index as that here 
presented, to read the charter for the purpose of discovering all such pro- 
visions. In view of the desirability that exact knowledge of the details 
of the charter should be available in connection with the work of the 
commission. The City Club has thought that the publication of this 
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index would be opportune^ notwithstanding the probability of consider- 
able changes in the charter within a year. 

The necessity for a certain amount of haste in completing this index, 
makes it proper to say that here and there a section may have been omit- 
tedy or some slight error left uncorrected. The index has, however, been 
subjected to careful revision, and is substantially accurate.
